The board of works, City Comptroller 


W. S. Cutshall and City Attorney H. G. 
Hogan now have under consideration the 
establishment of a depreciation fund for 
the municipal electric lighting depart- 
ment.. The public service commission 
act, passed by the last legislature, re- 
quires that all public utility concerns 


/shall carry a proper 
depreciation ac- 


-count. 
There is now in the municipal 


lighting fund tho sum of approximately 
$85,000. It is proposed that tlria money, 
or the greater part of it, shaJl go into 
the depreciation fund and that thia fund 
shall be invested to the nest advantage 
at interest. The requirement of tlie law 
that a reasonable provision for deprecia- 
tion be made from the revenues will 
constantly add to the fund, so that with 
accruing interest it will make an in- 
creasing cash asset. 
An ordinance to 


create such a fund will be sent to the 
council at tho next meeting. 
There has 


been transferred to the construction ac 
count of the city lighting plant $«0,000 
from the earnings tins year.

ment roll showing what the improve- 
ment will cost each person assessed. At 
tho outset of the meeting ther« was 
manifested a good deal of hostility to 
the improvement, but the cost of the 
opening was shown to be very low in a 
majority of cases—much less than was 
expected-—and much of the opposition!
